HAVE MORE TOOTH DE­ 
CAY THAN PEOPLE OF

Scientists do not yet have 
all the facts, but they do have 
a pretty good if lea.

Perhaps one reason is the 
teen-agers tend to eat unbal­ 
anced diets high in sweets. 
While eating a good diet 
won't prevent tooth decay, 
the right foods should be 
general health, including the 
health of the mouth tissues. 
And high consumption of 
sweets is definitely one of the 
causes of a high rate of tooth 
decay. Bacteria in the mouth 
turn the sugar to acid, which 
attacks the enamel of t h e 
teeth. Eventually these at­ 
tacks result in decay.

Sometimes teen-agers think 
that regular toothbrushing is 
one of the things they did as 
children that are no longer 
important. It is importent. all 
through their lives. Brushing 
after eating, to remove pal'ti- 
clen, especially sugar, lodged 
between the teeth prevent* 
mouth bacteria from chang­ 
ing the sugar to acid.
